Wash and scrug evry parti­ 
cle of dirt from the beets, cut in 
small pieces and fill dispan or very 
large kettle. Cover with cold water 
and boil until betas are very soft. 
Strain into another pan and cook 
sirup down until the desired consis­ 
tency is obtained, being careful to 
skim ail impurities form the sirup 
as it boils. Add a few drops of ma- 
pleine to give color and flavor of 
mabple sugar. 
Cool 
and 
bottle. 
This last fail we made several gal­ 
lons of sirup at practically no cost.’'

Persecuting Jews tai Rumania. 
(By tile Associated Press) 
London, July 23—The Jews of Ru­ 
mania have cabled a request to the 
American Zionist Organisation to pe­ 
tition President Wilson to bring his 
influence to bear against the enact­ 
ment by the Rumanian Parliament of 
contemplated laws which, they say, 
will result in depriving them of the 
few remaining rights still left to 
them. 
The proposed laws provide that 
naturalisation shall be denied to any 
person both of whose parents have 
not been born in Rumania. This, they 
assert, would prevent at least two- 
thirds of the Jews of Rumania from 
receiving 
naturalisation 
papers. 
These laws are to be enacted in ac­ 
cordance with the terms of the Ger­ 
man Peace Treaty.

COOPERATION WATCHWORD 
OF BRITISH MANUFACTURERS 
(Dr the Associate* Presa) 
Manchester, England, June It.— 
Co-operation Is the watchword of 
the manufacturers In this district 
engaged in making munitions. Ile fore 
the war each concern guarded its 
factory secrets zealously, but when 
the plants were dedicated to the 
munitions needs of the government, 
jealousies were forgotten and factory 
secrets were freely exchanged to 
further the common cause. 
• More than 209 Arms in this district 
undertook to carry out government 
contracts. In the case of small firms 
unable to take over individually an 
entire contract, several club togeth­ 
er and do five-sevenths of the work 
required. The remaining two-sev­ 
enths is performed at an assembly 
plant, and any profit made there is 
divided among the various contrac­ 
tors included in the group. 
The government's Board of Man­ 
agement in the Manchester area has 
placed contracts for amounts run­ 
ning into many millions of pounds a 
year. Production amounts to 300,000 
shells weekly ,and vast quantities of 
other munitions supplies. 
There was considerable waste in 
shell manufacture at the outset in 
private factories owing to the crude 
methods thai had to be employed be­ 
fore the proper kind of equipment 
could be installed. The first price of 
23 shillings for 18-pound shells has 
been reduced to l l 1-2 and 12 shill­ 
ings, and it is stated that the manu­ 
facturers are making a larger profit 
now at the reduced price. 
Many of the converted plants turn­ 
ing out shells are run on a non­ 
profit basis. Many others devote all 
net returns to philanthropic war 
work or invest the money in war 
bonds.
